Mr. Root is acting not only on the as- 


sumption that the league is alive, but 
that it is the organization to which the 
world must look for the preservation 
of peace and the discouragement of 
war in the future. The politician:- at 
Chicago conceived it to be necessary to 
draw a clean cut issue with President 
Wilson on the league of nations. Tncy 
therefore forbade the adoption of any 
plank which might be construed as aa 
indorsement of the Wilson covenant. 
They would not even approve the re- 
corded action of the party on the trea- 
ty with the Lodge reservations. 
" Mr. Harding has acquiesced in the be- 
lief that political wisdom demanded a 
repudiation of the entire peace pro- 
gram of President Wilson, including 
the league of nations. He according- 
ly indorsed the Knox plan of separate 
peace with Germany by joint resolu- 
tion of congress and the creation of an 
"association of nations" bound by 
mor- 


al ties to preserve peace. Thus far 
Mr. Harding has not outlined thexhar- 
acteristics of this association of na- 
tions and it stands solely as an unde- 
fined idea. 


The independent press of the coun- 


,.try has severely criticized his position 
on the league of nations, and it has 
been obvious for some time that he had 
placed himself on the defensive as to 
this issue. The proposal to have Mr- 
Root evolve an entirely new peace 
league scheme, which would not oniy 
relieve Mr. Harding of his embarrass- 
ing position but would place the Re- . 
publican party in a more favorable 
light on this paramount question, is a 
natural development of the campaign. 
Mr. Root is unquestionably the one 
man in the party preeminently quali- 
fied for the undertaking. He is a world 
statesmen of the first rank and his 
great ability fits him admirably for the 
task of working out a desirable substi- 
tute for the league of nations If that 
can be done. That Mr. Root would 
wil- 


lingly contribute his talents in this 
field for the benefit of the party to 
which he rigidly adheres there can be 
no doubt. 
And it will be a master 


stroke if he can achieve the end sought. 


The Republican party is too great a 


political organization, its traditions are 
too high, its leaders too capable and re- 
sourceful to permit it to go to this elec- 
tion with a compromising and negative 
stand on the problem of peace. While 
the purpose is admittedly partisan, and 
while it also involves a reflection upon 
the abilities of the presidential nom- 
inee himself, there will be z disposi- 
tion on the part of the public to await 
the Root proposal for an association of 
nations in substitution of the so-called 
Wilson league. If Mr. Root can offer 
something better, acceptable to Euro- 
pean pow-ers as well as America, it is 
not only his privilege but his duty. It 
,is a time when we need the wisest 
counsel and statesmanship in the re- 
creation of our foreign policies, and if 
the Republican party can improve 
upon the course set by President 
Wil- 


son the country will be glad io have it 
do so. As things now stand it is with- 
out foreign policy.
